Ex-Store Executive Chosen 
As New Secretary Of Labor 
WASHINGTON I* — James P. 
Mitchell, 52-year-old New Jersey 
Republican who says he's “ neither 
a plumber 
nor 
a 
millionaire,” 
joined President Eisenhower’s Cab­ 
i n e t today as the new secretary of 
tabor. * 
The swearing in ceremony w as 
beld in Eisenhower’s office this 
morning just ahead of a meeting 
of the full Cabinet. 
The President announced yester­ 
day his choice of Mitchell, assist­ 
ant secretary of the Army 
and 
former New York City department 
store executive, for the adminis­ 
tration’s top labor post. 
He succeeds Martin P. Durkin, 
a Democrat who quit a month ago 
and went back to his job as AFL 
Plumbers Union president. 
Durkin complained that Eisen­ 
hower had broken a pledge to rec­ 
ommend to Congress a set of 19 
proposed amendments to the Taft- 
Hartley labor relations law. Eisen­ 
hower later said 
he had 
never 
knowingly broken a promise.

it was composed entirely of mil­ 
lionaires except for one plumber, 
Durkin. 
Mitchell declined to discuss the 
Taft-Hartley 
controversy 
w i t h 
newsmen. He said he has never 
publicly expressed himself on the 
law and would like to keep it that 
way for a while, 
f. In announcing the appointment 


to his news conference, Eisenhow­ 
er praised Mitchell s ability 
and 
long experience in handling labor 
relations problems. Mitchell him­ 
self promised to try “to the hest 
of my ability to do the best pos­ 
sible job for the 
people 
of 
the 
United States.” 
The selection was generally ac­ 
claimed 
by 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats and by some union 
leaders. 
However, AFL Vice 
President 
Al Hayes, who heads the AFL Ma­ 
chinists Union, called the choice 
of Mitchell “ incredible”—the same 
word used by the late Sen. Robert 
A. Taft (R-Ohio) when Eisenhower 
picked Durkin. 
“ Now even the Department of 
Labor has been 
turned over to 
business,” Hayes said. 
CIO President W’alter Reuther 
said Mitchell enjoys “ a good repu­ 
tation” among unions. But he said 
Mitchell’s “ good will” would get 
nowhere unless the administration 
and Congress adopt policies more 
favorable toward Labor.

Meteor Show 
Expected In 
Tonight's Sky 


ALBUQUERQUE ^ 
— F l y i n g 
saucer enthusiasts probably will be 
wringing their hands tonight—they 
won’t know' for sure w h e t h e r 
they’re seeing their favorite aerial 
gadgets or Mother Nature’s expect­ 
ed display of a cosmic panorama. 
Throughout the world tonight, 
professional and amateur astrono­ 
mers, those who love the vastness 
and beauty of the heavens, and 
just plain laymen, may be treated 
to the spectacle of a spacious met­ 
eor shower. 
Dr. Lincoln La Paz, director of 
the Western world’s only Institute 
of Meteoritic^, at the University of 
New Mexico, said: 
“ There are good reasons to be­ 
lieve we will 
see 
a 
respectable 
shower. But, unlike an eclipse, we 
cannot predict it for sure.” 
Astronomers are preparing for 
the phenomenon, for it is seldom 
that such glories are revealed to 
man. 
In 1946, eight days after Giaco- 
bini’s comet passed through a c e r-! 
tain point, the earth arrived at that 
same point—the node—and earth’s 
inhabitants were 
treated 
to 
the 
specacular shower. 
“A single 
observer,” 
La 
Paz 
siad, “ saw more than 200 shooting 
stars in a minute. In the average 
shower, we are lucky to see about 
60 an hour.” 
This year earth will reach the 
node 180 days 
after 
the 
comet 
passes. In 
1940 
the 
point 
was 
reached 229 day - later. 
Conditions are “ quite favorable” 
for the shower, La Paz said. There 
will be no new moon to detract 
from the brilliance of the sight. 
Earth passes through the trail 
of the comet once every six and 
six-tenths years.

WASHINGTON WV-H. Earl Cook, 
former Bucyrus, Ohio, bank presi­ 
dent and now head of a $96 billion 
insurance business, keeps a gun in 
his desk drawer. 
But ifs empty and lobks like*a 
rusty, tw?o-barreled cap pistol. 
“ Nothing to be alarmed about, 
really,” Cook told a visitor. “ It’s 
a family heirloom. 
“ My grandfather had that gun 
with him when he moved to Ohio 
from Williamsport, Pa., more than 
IOO years ago.” 
Relics such as this hold an in­ 
tense interest for Henry Earl Cook, 
chairman of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance 
Corp., 
which 
insures 
bank deposits. He must be rated an 
authority on Ohio lore. 
Cook enjoys pointing out indus­ 
trial achievements 
in 
Ohio, 
its 
famous sons in government and lit­ 
erature, its historical position as 
“ the cradle of civil government in 
the Middlewest.” 
Cook left Ohio in 1947 to become 
the minority and only Republcan 
member of the FDIC. At the tme 
he was

banks, an appointment he received 
in 1943 from then Gov.

President Eisenhow­ 
er named Cook board chairman. 
His vice chairman, Ray Gidney, 
controller of the currency, also is 
an Ohioan, a former president of 
the Federal Reserve Bank in Cleve­ 
land.

U.S., Britain To Turn 
Area Over To Italy 


BELGRADE (Jf>—New demonstra- J 
lions broke out here today against 
I the United States. Great Britain 
and Italy as President Tits and his 
I Cabinet met to formulate new pro­ 
tests against Italian occupation of 
the major part of the bitterly-dis­ 
pued Trieste territory. 
Rifle-carrying troops on horse­ 
back held back throngs which 
swarmed in front of the three 
embassies in angry p r o t e s t 
against the British-American an­ 
nouncement yesterday they would 
withdraw their troops from Tri­ 
este port and the surrounding 
territory and turn it over to the 
Italians. 
The mobs had pelted property 
occupied by the three foreign na­ 
tions with stones until early today, 
smashing windows and damaging 
automobiles. No major casualties 
had been reported.

The 
government was expected to de­ 
liver a strong note of protest to the 
two Western powers.

GEORGETOWN, British Guiana, 
UP—Britain booted out the prime 
minister and five other Cabinet 
members today with the announced 
purpose of preventing Communists 
from taking over the British Gui­ 
ana government. 
Gov. Sir Alfred Savage declar­ 
ed a state of emergency under 
which the six-month-old constitu­ 
tion is to be scrapped. The Brit­ 
ish charged there was a Red plot 
to turn this South American rum 
and sugar colony “into a totali­ 
tarian state subservient to Mos­ 
cow.” 
These steps followed the arrival 
of British troops in 
the 
colony, 
which is sandwiched between Bra- j 
zil and Venezuela on the approach-; 
es to the Panama Canal. 
This colony of 450,000 people is 
Britain’s only holding on the South 
American continent. 
Nearly 
half 
the population came from or trace 
their ancestry to India. 
Most of 
the others are of Negro or Ameri­ 
can Indian stock. 
Prime Minister Jeddie Jagan and

JAGAN AND his American-born 
wife, the former Janet Rosenberg, 
have denied they are Communists 
and that their political party, the 
leftwing People’s Progressive Par­ 
ty is Moscow-dominated.

Detail Is Suggested 


PANMUNJOM IT'—The Allies to-1

Up-To-Date Methods 
Adopted By Panel To 
Boost Efficiency 


Editor’s Note: Following is the 
third in a series of articles on 
the workings of the Public Utili­ 
ties Commission of Ohio. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (ZP)—The state 
utilities commission has set up an 
unusual “on-the-job training pro­ 
gram ,” for its employes as part of 
its program to streamline its oper­ 
ations. 
The commission decided about 18 
months 
ago old ways of doing 
things would have to be junked for 
up-to-date methods, so it could keep 
pace with demands made for its 
services. 
The commission is responsible 
for seeing the public is well served 
by a number of different indus­ 
tries—gas, trucking, electric, wa 
ter, bus, and train. 
It found few of its employes 
knew how their work fitted into 
that of workers in other depart 
ments. 
“There was a lack of appreci 
ation of the overall picture of util 
^ ity regulation and the needs of the 
public,” 
explained 
Commissioner 
Ralph Winter. “There was a ten 
dency to build a wall around 
department. 
“ Many inquiries of the public 
were answered incorrectly or not 
answered at all,” he continued. 
So, the commission invited every 
utility industry it regulates to pre­ 
sent a series of lectures for com­ 
mission personnel. There is one all- 
* day program a month, open also 
to the general public. The indus­ 
try explains its background and 
problems in 
meeting public de­ 
mands. 
Ohio Bell Telephone Co. conduct­ 
ed the first four meetings. 
Commission 
personnel learned, 
among other things, about the his­ 
torical 
development of the tele­ 
phone industry in Ohio, how the 
company tries to forecast future 
* demands for service, how complex 
telephone 
equipment 
is 
kept 
in 
working order, how Ohio Bell de­ 
signs rate schedules, and what the 
future holds for telephone users. 
Many subjects were on a high­ 
ly technical nature. 
“We feel that all of us better 
understand our individual jobs,” 
Winter said. “ Everybody can see 
more clearly just why his job is 
important in the whole picture of 
^ regulation. These objectives will 
become clearer as each industry 
is studied and restudied.” 
The Ohio Independent Telephone 
Assn. now is putting on an edu­ 
cational program for commission 
personnel. Gas and electric prob­ 
lems are next on the program 
Later 
there 
will 
be 
refresher 
courses on each industry. 
Copies of lectures will be given 
each staff member for reference. 
* and the information will be kept 
up to date. 
“ When a new employe joins our 
staff in the future he will be hand­ 
ed a copy of these 
informative 
talks so he may use as little time 
as possible in getting acquainted 
with what is expected of him ,” 
Winter said. 
“We have all seen two equally 
matched football teams play. The 
team that won probably was made 
up of men who not only fully un­ 
derstood their assignments on each 
play but also understood what was 
expected 
of 
each 
of his 
team ­ 
m ates.” 
He continued: 
“Have you ever wondered what 
makes one of our infantry divi­ 
sions a better fighting unit than 
another equipped with the same 
weapons and supplies? It is the 
fact that the members of the so­ 
called crack outfit not only under­ 
stands his individual duties but also 
what is expected of the other fel­ 
low.

He 
walked briskly past the rows of Boeing B-47 medium bombers glisten­ 
ing in the Florida moonlight and disappeared into a nearby building. 
It was 3:30 a. rn. when the colonel entered; it was daylight wrhen he 
emerged. During those two hours, he had received his instructions. 
He and his crew would fly to this Royal Air Force base. However, 
his plane was not alone. Forty-four more Stratojets followed. A score 
of big aerial tankers followed. 
T o d a y these planes, the full 
striking power of Strategic Air 
Command’s 306th Bomb Wing, are 
operating out of this base. That’s 
not very exciting news in itself. 
Point is—and this is really signifi­ 
cant—they and the other jets are 
only hours from anywhere in the 
world. They can carry the A-bomb 
to any point designated by high 
command! 


M O R E 
IMMEDIATELY, 
the 
presence of the 306th at an over­ 
seas base puts a bit more weight on 
the free world’s side in the delicate 
balance of international power. For 
the first time, the United States 
has the penetrating strength of 
jet bombers within close striking 
range of Russia.

Meanwhile, not much imagination is re­ 
quired tc foresee what would happen to the 
crowded industrial regions of the United 
States under atomic attack. Reflecting on 
that, the public should be more inclined to 
participate in civil defense or, as non-par­ 
ticipants, to learn how to cooperate in the 
event of a sudden aerial assault.

MAN Is a hard-headed crea­ 
ture, and this characteristic is 
not altered when he passes m id- j 
die age. However, upon reaching 
th e age of fifty, the blood vessels 
are often weaker, especially in 
th e skull area, and there is a 
greater possibility of complica­ 
tions when a head injury occurs. 
W hen a person past the middle 
years hurts his head, he may 
seem confused for a while, he 
m ay be “knocked out" for a sec­ 
ond or so, or he m ay just suffer 
a slight bruise. Usually, he will 
recover after a few hours, and the 
only symptoms th a t rem ain with 
him will be headache and dizzi­ 
ness. To all outw ard appearances, 
it seems th a t the person has re­ 
covered and is able to retu rn to 
work. 
Headache Recurs 
T he injury is th en forgotten 
until a m onth or so later, when 
the headache recurs. There may 
develop a loss of interest in work 
a n d in personal appearance. The 
p a tie n t’s reflexes are slower, as 
are his reactions. He tends to 
sleep nearly all day. 
Usually, head X -rays will not 
reveal any difficulty. However, on 
careful physical exam ination by 
a physician, the pupil of one eye 
m ay be seen to be larger th a n 
th a t of the other eye. 


A Spinal Tap 
An exact diagnosis is usually 
m ade by taking a spinal tap, 
whereby a needle Is inserted into 
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the spinal canal an d fluid is with­ 
drawn. The fluid is usually of a 
yellow color in Injuries of this 
type, and the condition itself is 
called a subdural hemorrhage. 
Most such cases require a type 
of brain surgery in which a hole 
is m ade through the bone cover­ 
ing of the skull, and one of the 
coverings of the brain, known as 
the dura, is opened. Beneath this 
covering a large clot, which could 
cause the symptoms, may be 
found. 
It Is interesting to note th a t 
the clot is usually found on both 
sides of the brain. Another in ­ 
teresting point is th a t the injury 
which caused the clot is some­ 
times so slight th a t the person 
has no memory of ever hurting 
his head. 
Of course, when head injuries 
occur, there should be no delay 
in securing medical help.

the great bulk of taxpayers. But 
the percentage drops sharply in 
the nigher incom e brackets—down 


to only one per cent for a single 
man making one million dollars 


a year. 
The 
Eisenhower adm inistration 


is pledged to let the reduction take 
effect, barring an unexpected and 
extrem e em ergency. Due to expire 
on the sam e date is the excess 


profits tax on businsses. 
Tile incom e tax change will cost 
the Treasury about three billion 
dollars a year in revenue, at a 


tim e when high spending throws 
a shadow over efforts to balance 
the budget. 
But 1954 is an election year, and 
few if any voices have been raised 
against the reduction, lf m ore rev­ 
enue is needed, it will be sought 
elsew here. 
The prospective cut follows two 
increases voted after the Korean 
War started. It m erely cancels the 
second increase, in 1951. So you’ll 
still be paying more than you did, 
say, in 1949. 
Republicans and D em ocrats al­ 
ready 
are

should get credit for the cut. D em ­ 
ocrats say it’s their feat, because 
they w ere the m ajority party when 
Congress wrote the Jan. I expira­ 
tion date into that 1951 law.

So convinced is Dr. M. J. Zu- 
chow of Purdue university of the 
imminence of space travel that he 
tells his students In the special 
“hush-hush” rocket research labo­ 
ratories on Purdue’s W est Lafay­ 
ette, Ind., campus that one of them 
may w ell go along on the first 
interplanetary 
rocket ship as a 
technical advisor. 
“Before the atom-bomb, a trip 
to the moon was delightful fan­ 
tasy, but now that scien tists can 
experim ent with atom ic instead of 
gasoline powder, such trips have be­ 
come feasible,” says Prof. Bradley 
Jones, head of tile U niversity of 
Cincinnati's 
aeronautics 
depart­ 
ment. 
Prof. Kenneth H. Jacobs of the 
propulsion and structural research 
department at the A r m o u r Re­ 
search foundation In Chicago and 
chairman of the Chicago branch of 
the American Rocket society be­ 
lieves that u s i n g m aterials now 
available and current engineering 
practices, rockets to the moon can 
be built right now.

THE PROBLEM of aim ing them 
accurately enough through space 
is the biggest remaining riddle on 
which 
the rocket 
scientists are

Taking what he describes as “the 
conservative view,” Jacobs recom­ 
mends deferring plans for sending 
human beings in the first explora­ 
tory rockets until medical science 
has solved com pletely the problems 
of life in gravity-free space.

This geographical confusion, In 
which a parcel of Kentucky is lost 
behind a linger of Missouri, and an 
outcropping 
of 
Tennessee, 
is 
caused by th a t old standby of the 
songw riters— tile Mississippi river. 
The "Lost Community'* is called 
M adrid Bend. 
Unless you look closely on your 
road map, you’ll think th a t Madrid 
Bend is p art of Tennessee. Then 
you’ll sec th a t you’re m istaken— 
th a t it is labeled Kentucky. How­ 
ever, it has no physical connection 
with the m other state. 
Madrid Bend is secluded in a 
black-loam pocket of tho Missis­ 
sippi. The river follows its usual 
southern course along the w estern 
boundary of Kentucky, dips into 
Tennessee, then for some unex­ 
plainable 
reason, 
tu rn s 
straig h t 
north into Missouri, finally sw ing­ 
ing around, alm ost in a complete 
circle, before it finally heads back 
for New Orleans. 
The neck of this circle is a scant 
half mile in width. However, it’s 
m ore than 40 miles around the 
bend.

How­ 
ever, both prearranged subjects 
led quickly Into the juvenile de­ 
linquency problem and the tend­ 
ency to lag behind leaders in civ­ 
ic betterment. 
Speakers noted the field of PTA 
activity is closely related to both 
the more general topics. 
Main speaker on the program 
was Mrs. Russell Moore of Worth­ 
ington, director of the central dis­ 
trict of Ohio’s PTA organization. 
She also represented parents in a 
panel discussion that probed close 
to community shortcomings on the 
local level. Approximately 125 at 
tended the meeting. 
Invocation was by the Rev. Don­ 
ald Mitchell, pastor of the Circle­ 
ville Presbyterian Church and head 
of the Ministerial Association here. 
* * • 
BEFORE THE business portion 
of the program began, three Cub 
Scouts of Troop 52 staged a cere­ 
mony of tribute to the American 
flag. Rodger Southward, A u s t i n 
Laughlin and Dick Gerhardt par­ 
ticipated in the colorful prelim­ 
inary. 
Mrs. George Gerhardt, PTA pres­ 
ident, thanked all those who aided 
the annual first grade health clinic, 
and Superintendent of City Schools 
George Hartman spoke briefly in 
support of the move to set up a 
state board of education. 
Mrs. 
Moore was then introduced by At­ 
torney Joe Adkins, PTA program 
chairman. 
Reminding 
her listeners that 
“ our children deserve the very best 
that all of us can give them,” Mrs. 
Moore described the state board 
plan. She pointed out a state board 
of education would bring parents 
and administrators closer to Ohio's 
school problems, and asked: 
“ When we have a city board 
of education, and a county board 
of education, why don’t we have 
a state board of education too?” 
Mrs. Moore made it clear she 
was only attempting to sketch gen­ 
eral lines of the proposal and said 
an organized campaign will soon 
clarify it for each community. The 
proposal will be represented by the 
second in a list of proposed consti­ 
tutional amendments when voters 
scan their ballots Nov. 3. 
Supporters of Amendment No. 2 
claim it would bring the public 
closer to the helm of the state’s 
educational progress. Later in the 
program, the city PTA body adopt­ 
ed a resolution urging passage of 
the measure.

IN ADDITION to Mrs. Moore, 
other members of the panel were: 
Tom Bennett, 
representing 
the 
schools; Phyllis Dresbach, student 
body representative: the Rev. Rob­ 
ert 
Weaver, 
speaking

George Young, speaking for the 
community in general. 
Adkins, serving as moderator, 
opened the panel talks with t h e 
vietv that Circleville “ may as well 
get ready now” for the inevitable 
bond issue to provide more class­ 
room space. He said he hoped the 


board cf education “ will soon call 
foi it, so the PTA can participate | 
in it.” 
W’hen the plans behind such a j 
bond issue are finally drawn, Ad- 
kins said, they should be drawn to j 
provide ample space for the city’s I 
school children, “ aiming 20 or 25 
years 
ahead, 
not 
just two or J 
three.” 
Looking ahead to such a move in 
Circleville. Mrs. Moore predicted: 
“ If the board of education feels 
you’re back of them IOO per cent, i 
and not trying to run their busi­ 
ness, they’ll come to you with the 
bond issue proposal. You won’t 
have to go to them.” 
Talk then swung gradually into j 
the problem of juvenile delinquency 
when 
Judge 
Young 
said 
PTA 
groups can do much to aid the fight 
against it. Efforts along this line, 
however, must be aimed at t h e 
roots of the problem, the probate 
judge warned. 
“ Our juvenile courts for the most 
part are set up to treat the prob­ 
lem after it has already develop­ 
ed,” he explained. He said much 
more attention should be centered 
on the origin of juvenile delinquen­ 
cy, and upon the training of spe­ 
cialized workers in that particular 
field. 
* * • 
BENNETT TURNED the discus- 
ion to situations that illustrate the 
judge’s point, and at the same time 
voiced a measure of mild criticism 
for the way in which worthwhile 
local ventures often turn into one- 
man efforts. The “ little baseball” 
program at Ted Lewis Park during 
the past season, Bennett declared, 
was “one of the finest community 
projects we’ve had in a long time.” 
Despite its obvious worth, how­ 
ever, he recalled how adults sup­ 
ported the program only in half­ 
hearted fashion. And how' o t h e r 
similar programs, especially de­ 
signed for Circleville’s boys a n d 
girls, have suffered from a lack of 
public support. 
In connection with such efforts, 
carried to success despite luke­ 
warm backing, Bennett mentioned 
John Heiskell, Mayor Ed Amey and 
Dick Boyd among the leaders who 
deserve the city’s thanks. He em­ 
phasized numerous other leaders 
were faced with the same problems 
in various programs, but mention­ 
ed the three men as typical of the 
overworked leadership. 
Describing one of his own efforts 
aimed at the general good of the 
community, Bennett said: 
“ Everybody thought it was a 
fine thing, but I didn’t get any 
help—either in the way of finan­ 
cial aid or personal assistance.” 
Turning again to the recreation 
program at Ted Lewis Park, Ben­ 
nett told the PTA group: 
“ There could be some more Dick 
Boyds 
around 
here — especially 
from among the men teachers in 
the city school system.” 
» • • 
IN ADDITION to leading t h e 
“little baseball” leagues to their 
outstanding success this year, Boyd 
handled a general recreational pro­ 
gram for the park. During t h e 
school term, he has teaching and 
coaching duties. 
Bennett laid heavy accent on the ; 
fact that the attitude of the local 
public toward programs designed 
for Circleville’s boys and girls is j 
one of the factors in the growth of 
juvenile delinquency. “ If you want 
to do some good in this direction,” 
he told the PTA, “ there’s an awful 
lot you can do.” 
Following Bennett in the panel 
talks. Miss Dresbach carried on 
his views from the standpoint of 
the student. The high school senior 
said: 
“ The best thing would be to 
have the parents show more in­ 
terest” toward the many activi­ 
ties In which their children are 
concentrating all their efforts. As 
an illustration of success in this 
direction, she mentioned the sup­ 
port of the Band Mothers Asso­ 
ciation. 
Miss Dresbach told of many ef­ 
forts by the school children in 
which there is an urgent need “ for 
more 
encouragement 
from the 
community.” 
The Rev. Mr. Weaver joined the

criticism of parental neglect to­ 
ward important phases of their 
children’s lives. The problems they 
outlined, he said, are essentially 
the same as those that face church 
leaders here. The leaders are will­ 
ing and energetic, he said, 
b u t 
youth programs sponsored by the 
churches often dwindle and die for 
w'ant of backing by the parents. 
eeded more than anything else, 
to bring about a corrective trend, 
he said, is “ an awareness of one 
another’s problems.”

MODERN PARENTS, the minis 
ter warned, are inclined too often 
to think of “our youth of today as 
the community of tomorrow.” They 
are “ already the community of to­ 
day,” he declared, because of the 
many ways in w hich they contrib­ 
ute directly to it.

A standard design of 
school patrol raincoat and rain hat 
will also be obtained, he said, as 
soon as possible.

stages if it were not for the fear of 
exceeding authority.
